Members of judiciary A. commit*» 
tee agreed that polities should not 
enter into the ease, and that if the 
impeachment resolution meets house 
approval, each political party shall 
have three members on the 
house 
board of managers. 
Members of the committee recog­ 
nized the possibility that the result 
of impeachment proceedings 
would 
•probably he carried to the state su­ 
premo court on the claim 
that the 
legislature is without 
constitutional 
authority to impeach a judge. 
An opinion to that effect has been 
given 
by attorney general Gilliam, 
who declared that 
the constitution 
provides for impeachment only 
for 
“ corruption or hjgli crim es.” Gilliom 
also maintained that a judge can he 
impeached only by the state supreme 
court. 
The statute of 
1897 
says 
im ­ 
peachment may ho started for “ mis­ 
demeanor in office" and 
according 
to mcmlierii of jud iciary A commit­ 
tee, includes judges in its provis­ 
ions.

Sixtvrthree per cent of the coun­ 
ties in the state are either operating 
or have made arrangements to

erate under the plan, it is stated. If 
the farm er is unfortunate and

inspector finds a reactor among his 
cattle, under „the county area plan, 
it is possible to get indemnity, 
the 
farmer hearing one-third of the ex­ 
pense, the state one-third and 
the 
federal government one-third. During 
November, 1929, the average 
con­ 
demned animal in Indiana 
realized 
for the owner 
$72.9 3, of 
which 
$27.17 was salvage, and the state 
bore $25.05 of the expense and 
the 
federal government $21.75.

The county treasurer has received 
a check for $23,254.04 as the coun­ 
ty’s share of tin* state gasoline tax 
of three cents a gallon collected in 
1929 . The city received 
$2,338 .9 0, 
making the total coming'int(X 
the 
county $25,59 2.9 4. * 
The county’s share is an increase 
of $4,458 .10, as last 
year 
only 
$18 ,775.8 8 was received. This is due 
partly to the increased collection of 
gasoline tax in the state and to the 
co’unty showing a larger mileage of 
improved highways. Upon 
instruc­ 
tions of the county 
commissioners, 
the county engineer prepared an a c­ 
curate road map showing the coun­ 
ty to have 397.9 miles of free grtivel 
macadam and <"oimty unit roads. 
The money is distributed under a 
state law enacted at the 1925 ses­ 
sion of the legislature. A fter expens­ 
es of collection are paid, two-thirds 
of the fund is allotted to the 
state 
highway commission 
and 
three- 
fourths of the remaining third is disf 
tributed among the counties of th^ 
state and the other one-fourth 
a- 
mong the cities and 
incorporated 


towns. 
The amount going to the counties 
is distributed on this basis: One-half 
is divided equally among all 
coun­ 


ties and the other half “ in propor­ 
tion to the number of miles of free 
grafel, macadam and county 
unit 
roads* in tin* county bears to 
the 
whole number of miles of such roads 
in the state.” The statute 
provides 
the monies may be used by tin* coun­ 
ty board of commissioners in 
the 
“ construction, maintenance or 
re-

A group of miners attempted 
to 
rush toward 
the Baldw in ear, but 
was frustrated by, the police. 
Baldwin was obviously upset 
by 
the miners’ attitude. 
He visited the 
company’s offices and remained 20 
minutes, during which he congratu­ 
lated members of rescue crews. Tin1 
Prem ier’s departure caused another 
antagonistic outburst. 
He visited several stricken homes, 
where Mrs. Baldw in

the dead men.

of

Hooter, is chairman of this commit­ 
tee. W atson l*id a candidate 
for 
the place from zone four, which in ­ 
cludes his state, but the 
candidate 
was passed over. 


Dill, author of the original senate 
bill, said today that only two of the 
five are acceptable to him. 


Senator W atson announced today 
a meeting of his \committee will 
be 
hold tomorrow to 
investigate 
the 
nominations and hear 
opponents. 
“ We don’t know anything 
about 
the men, whether 
they hold > any 
stock in radio companies or 
what 
thejir 
qualifications a re ," be 
ex­ 
plained. 


Those who oppose the nominations 
are in a bad strategic position, 
as 
failure to confirm will leave the w ay 
open^ for President C’oolidge to make 
recess appointments, and the major 
part of the work of this commission 
which will have control over regula­ 
tion for only a year, will have been 
completed by the time congress 
re­ 
turns in December. 


A fter a year, the commerce

asserted.

-Other documentary evidence sub­ 
mitted by Davis revealed that

aunt of Pete Barlow, charged

the murder of Edgar Yorhees in " a 
coroner’s verdict recently was ^rawn
